— = =) they had fozmer tntelligence,to begyn and pzolecute thetr rebellion)they 
have ben boldened to enter,and rebellioufly againfl the lawe of nature to tnuade ſundzy partes of Eng- 
lande bexng thetr natiue countrep,and that ſo cruellye with fire and ſwo2de, asno contured 0z moztall 
enemies coulde haue done moze. Sence which tyme alſo her Pateſtie moze plapnelp bnderſlandeth, that 
although a great part of the auncient Nobilitte and States of Scotlande, who have of long tyme like 
natural good fathers and members of their natiye countrey nourtthed peace and concozde betwirt both 
the Kcalmes,and at this pzeſent ſeeme deſirous with al their powers to conlſcrue the ſame thetr natiue 
countrey tn common peace amonges them ſelues: pet they are not able pzeſentlpe accozdyng to tuſtice 


- andthe good 0zder of the treaties, ſpeedply to repzeſle and ſtay the ſayd outlawes and dtſozdered perſons 


bpon the bozders, from open maypntenaunce of the ſapd Engliſhe rebelles ,4 from the inuaſton of Eng» 
lande,fo: that ſence the lamentable death and hozrtble murder of the late Kegent (duryng whoſe Ipfe 
that Kealme of Scotlande was free from a multitude of calamities nowe incident thereto, ſpectallye 
from the bzeakyng of common peace)tt ts ſeene that certayne other perſons withtn the body of the ſayde 
Kealme,of no meane calling,taking thefr commoditieby the murder of the ſaſd Regent, 4 as it ſeemeth, 
bnnaturally enutpng the continuaunce of the common peace betwirt the two nations, and betng infecs 
ted with pztuate ambitious # vnquiet humours, do ſire vp with all ther tnduſtries certapne factions 
of great troubles in the bowels of their countreps,and therby do geue comkozt, not only to the Engltthe - 
redelles,but alſo to the Scottilhe outla wes, theeues, and diſozdered perſons, (which are no ſmall num- 
ber) tocontinue in their wickednelle 3 diſozders,aſwellagaynft their owne natiue countrey, as agaynit 
the ſubiectes of England, Derebpon her Pateſtie hath come doubt,that theſe aucthours, matntepners, 
and ſtirrers of theſe wicked enterpziſes, beyng ſo maniteſt agaynſt the lawe of God and nature, wyll not 
ſpare by their ſeditious,fozged, and colourable engine of craft and malice, to flaunder and falſely repozt 
her Patclties intent, at this tyme in leuipng 6 lendyngof certayne her fozces to her bozders, foz defence 
of the ſame from any furder inuaſion, and therewith to purſue accozdpng to iulfice her rebellious ſubs 
lectes, and accozdpng to the lawes of armes, the inyaders of her Kealme. Ind cherefoze though her 
Bateſlie can not well imagine , but ſuche of the ate of that Realme, as be noble, wyſe, and god- 
ire, and haue an earneſt deſire to conſerue common peace, both among them ſelues, and with her 
Wateſtie , wpll not otherwyſe tudge hereof, then in fozmer tymes ſbe hath geuen tuft cauſe to be 
thanked and pzapſed tmmoztally, when wtth her armie certapne eres paſt beyngentred into the heart 
and pzincipall townes, poztes, and fkrength of that Kealme , it is manifeſt to the wozlde, that ſhe 
never ſought oz coueted anye particuler interrecft in that Kealme foz her ſelfe,as tbe eaſyly myght: but 
to her great charges, deliuered and made free that Kealme and nation from the poke of fozraigne 
kozces, wherewith the ſame was then oppzeſied ,as the whole nation then dyd lament ; a princely acts .

poltrritie to behold. Pet becauſe the ſimple multitude, whiche are commontye and eaſy ſeduced by the 
craftier ſozt hauyng p:etence of ſome rule, Houlde not any wayes feare any euyll 0; harme to folowe 
to the good people of the countrey, oz to the publike ſtate of that crowne, by the armie of her Pateltie 
nowe £o be conducted towardes that Kealme : her Paieſtie hath thought meete to publitbe to all 
maner of perſons, her intention and plaine meaning heretn . Ind therefoze her Pateſtie beyng by due» | 
tie which lde beareth co almightie God, charged to ſuppzeſle all rebellions rayſed vp agaynft God and 
ber Kcaltre,and to purſue the ſame rebels, and alſo to defende her owne good ſubtectes agaynit inuaſt- 
ons of theeue x,0utlawes, enemies, and peace bzeakers, doth and tn the wozde of a pzince aſſure all ma- 
ner of perſons, that her intention and certapne meaning is,to vſe and treate all the ſubiectes of Scot- 
lande, as loutingly and peaceably as her owne (exceptyng onlye ſuch notozious outlawes, theeues, ene- 
nies, and peack bzcakers, as haue lately with her rebels inuaded and ſpoyled her Kealme, and ſuche 
others of that nation, as haue and ſhall matntayne and ſuppozt her rebels contrary to the treatiſe be- 
twirt both the Kealmes: Igainft which ſozt of diſozdered perſons, accozdyng to the lawe of armes (er- 
cept ſufficient and reaſonable amendes ſhalbe made) her Pateſtie tntendethto vſe her fozces now leul- 
ed,and ſuch further powers as (be ſhall haue occaſion newly to leuie. Indtherfoze her Paceltie hath ge» 
ven ſtraight ozder and charge to her ryght truſtie and ryght welbeloued coſin the Earle of Suſſex, her 
lieuetenaunt of the Nozth partes of ber Kealme, andcaptayne generall of her ſapde armie, that he (ball 
by all meanes poſſible, vſe all andeuery the good ſubiectes of Scotlande of euery degree, that haue oz 
ſhall keepe peace with her Pateftie and ber ſubiectes,in like fauourable ſozt to al purpoſes,and them as 
neede (hall require, ſhall alſo defende, as he ſhalloz may do her owne good naturall ſubiectes: foz ſo is 
her Pateſties reſolute intention and good meanyng, to kepe peace with that crowne and Kealme of 
Scotlande,and rather to noziſhe and pzeſerue inwarde concozde amongſt all the ſtates thereof, then to 
geue cauſe oz noziſhing to any inwarde dtuiſion, howe ſoeuer the malice of ſome ſeditious and diſozde- 
redcozrupt members of that Kealme ſhall otherwyſe miſtudge and miſrepozk, oz craftily ſhall pzocure 
to be by others milrepozted , who in deede in this thetr launderous inuentions, areto be tultly ſuſpece 
ted to the whole , that foz their only pztuate ambition of rule and gayne, thep wyll vpon pzeten- 
ces,without labour to bzing info the ſame ſuche Eraungers with fozces of ſundzy ſoztes, as may 
thoztly hazarde the whole Cate there, and make thereof a pzap,and reduce that auncient crowne and nas 
tion into a ſubiection,and perpetual, miſerable, and tributarte ſeruitude: uherof her Paieſtie can not 
but gene this maner of admonition to that whole nation, foz the naturall loue ſhe beareth to that 
Realme,beyng to her crowne and dominions ſo neare a neyghbour by ſituatton, blood, naturall lan- 
guage,and other contunctions meete foz amitte,as none is ſo like agatne in Chziſtendome,noz no other 
kyngdome fo that Kealme moze meete and neceſlarte to be retepned in loue, concozde, and amitte, then 
are her Datieſties Kealmes anddominions, as is moſt notozious to the whole wozlde.
